The 29th, tlie hrl^Hde miin-lii><1 Hix 
milea afiuth on the .Miirfre«-r<l)oro I'ike. 
Till- iiai ^;iiiiiil i'<j|iiiiiiii)de<l \i\ the 
uuthiii, iind t<< wait at our old camp 
twii houra foraonie wagona. During 
thia time aeveral aristocratic-looking 
slave owuers, followed by a traia of 
little darkies, oaroe to the vaeaat 
encampment, and began to gather op 
the many half- worn farmeata east off 
by our iMiyn.

It is the 
lust world— 4lic world of finest, fullest life. Where 
i. It? 

The ordinary view is lhat the spiritaal world is in the 

•lext life It is bevotKl llic jifavc tliat tlie onlinary view 
locates the spiritual world. It is not only in the future 
and after death, but it is beyond the blue of the sky and in heaven. 
•"It is up yonder," people say. I'nt the Chinaman's "n|>" is our 
"down." and otir "up ' is his "duwn. ' .No, the ^pirHlmI world is not 
primarily a destination or a pbce : it is a quality of life, it is an atti- 
tude of the sooL it it a condition of being. 

The spiritual world la where God ia. Where is God? Seated on 

a plorious throne in a place called Heaven!' Tli.it is a child's notion 
of God. God is spirit, (iod is universal presence. God is the soul 
of the uniTtrte. God is i m ai n ent in His world. God is here, there, 
elsewhere and ever\ where. Whcm vcr or wherever the soul cm- 
scious of God there is the spiritual world, tiod is as much here as 
anywhere. He never was or never shall be in any place more than 
He is here. The pround whereon thoii stan<lest. hrother tnan, is holy 
ground. The present passing moment is big with opportunity. 

How can man know he is in the s|)iritttal world* The 1 ^ht has 
the .eye to perceive it. the sound has the car to hear it, the beautiful 
has the esthetic tense within to enjoy it. It there any faculty in man 
by which the spiritual can be ihus api'rehcnded and approriatcd ' 
Tliere is. There is a point in us where the spiritual reaches, touches 
and affects us. There is in all men a nerve of spiritual sensation. In 
some men it is alive and active, in others it is dorntant. almost <lead. 
In all of us this spiritual faculty needs quickening, educating, develop- 
ing. 

You might call this capacity for the spiritual the sixth scn.se. It 
is a sort of window of the soul, a kind of chord that vibrates when 
we are sensible of the .spiritual. .\s yet this organ of spiritual knowl- 
edge it in a rudimentary ronditioii. Some men do nut even know 
that they possess it. In almost all of us mnc^oths of thit organ 
lies idle. 

Perhaps when this organ of knowledge become^ keen and sensi- 
tive enough we can converse wiih tlii>s. uIi mh we have loved and 
lost awhile. We are ridiculously ignorant of the |>owerB in us. The 
spiritual world is not far away. It it all about aa. The dear onet 
that have departed may be nearer than we think. They may wish 
to communicate with us, but we are too stupid. .Many things are un- 
known to ttt, not becautcof the essential unknowableness of the 
thing, but because the faciiitv by which we might know the thing hat 
not been tufliciently trained and developed by us. 

An unexplored continent of truth is thus described by the old 
creed phrase of the church : "I . 
believe in the communion of 
sainti."
